white men. They live the way they 
think is civilized, and a healthier, hap- 
pier lot I never saw, nor a prettier lot 
of women oither, and kids enough to 
prove that they are not dying off as 
some of the other tribes, for they are 
Just as virtuous as any whites, and 
they still bave the ‘drum test.’ 

They have not committed any dep- 
redations and have bought what sup- 
plies they wanted and paid for them, 
and Gillette merchants would just as 
soon bave them stay all winter. I 
know they have asked permission 
every time they camped and most of 
the time have paid the owner of t 
ground for camping on it. I-don’ 
taow why they are so dissatisfied at 
their own place, but they said they 
would go any place but there and they 
would fight if they were ordered back. 

“At the first pow-wow, Capt. John- 
ston said, through the interpreter: 
‘Now boys, you know you can trust 
me.

The water of the Missouri River 
where it flows past Kansas City aver- 
ages twenty feet in depth and the cur- 
rent is very swift. Anchored 100 feet 
from the shore are the pump boats and 
sand barges. They have powerful en- 
gines and pumps and long steel pipes 
that are lowered to the bottom of the 
river. -The nozzle of the pipe sinks into 
the sand and the pump sucks it up. 
The sand that is sold for bullding pur- 
poses runs out into a scow. The sand 
fills the scow, the water rising and 
running over the edges until the scow 
is full of sand. Then the barge is 
towed to the bank, a system of buckets 
upon an endless belt running up a long 
crane scoops the sand out, carries it 
up and dumps it in a pile upon shore 
where Wagons can get at it. 

For years and years, day and night, 
the pumps have been steadily sucking 
up sand from the river bottom. But

Tenders Valuable Aid to Baptists fer 
Restoration of Churches Destroyed 
uin San Francisco. 


John D. Rockefeller has made a con- 
ditional gift of $75,000 for the rehab 
tation of the Baptist churches of San 
Francisco. The Baptists are not snort- 
ing at the offer of “tainted money.“ 
but are working bard to meet the con- 
ditions tmposed.

CITY'S 


DEBAUCH POLITICS. 


One of Worst Results of Glasgow 's Trial 
of Municipal Socialism. 


Under the Wholesale Municipal Ownership Scheme, 
the Job-Holdere Form an Immense Machine to Keep 
Themselves in Office and Suck the Treasury Dry—Tax 
Payers Foot the Bills and Debts Pile Up A ppallingly.

Today there are hundreds of men of affairs in Glasgow advocating the 
disfranchisement of every man on the city pay roll.

“If Glasgow is to continue to operate its and electric plants and its 
tramways we must for our own protection every man employed 
by those departments. If permitted to vote they will form themselves into

This remarkable assertion was made to me this week by Arthur Kay, 
president of Arthur & Co., the largest commercia] house in Glasgow. 

| This company is a wholesale exporter of tweeds, plaids and other Scotch 

fabrics. It is the second heaviest ratepayer in the city, excepting the rail- 

road companies. If municipal ownership tended to reduce taxes and to 

cheapen the cost of power this company would be one of the chief bene 

ficiaries. But I found Mr. Arthur as I have found almost every other business 

man here, radically opposed to wholesale municipal trading. 
RATEPAYERS ALARMED. 


Mr. Kay is president of the Ratepayers Federation, an organization of 
citizens forced into politics for the protection of business and property. 
Members of this organization and of the Citizen’s Union are compelled to 
expend several thousand pounds yearly oppesing in Parliament wildcat spec- 
ulations of the Municipal Socialists. Fortunately for its business interests 
Glasgow is required by the Scotch law to secure from t authoriza- 
tion to embark in new municipal trading enterprises. 

These organizations employ solicitors to present the ratepayers’ side of 
the Municipal Socialism question before the Parliamentary committees. As 
taxpayers they also have to contribute toward the ridiculously high salaries 
that the city pays to solicitors who present to Parliament the case of the 
“Progressive” administration. 7 

Mr. Kay prefaced his interview by saying: “Broadly speaking, I am op- 
posed to municipal trading. I believe that a city should own its water; but 
municipal trading becomes opposed to justice as soon as it burdens, or takes 
power to burden, one class of citizens in order to benefit another, no matter 
how poor or how rich either class may be.” 

I asked Mr. Kay whether he considers that the corporation of Glasgow 
exercises the same economy in operating the tramways that would be exer- 


cised by a private company, provided the private company should pay the prospect.

“Certainly, I do not,” was the prompt answer, “there are extravagances

private company could and would avoid. In this alone a private company could 


affect a saving of at least £20,000 a year. It might save four or five 
that amount. 0 

“In saying this I do not mean to criticise the present administration. 
Lord Provost Bilsland is one of our highest type of citizens. He is honest and 
efficient and is doing the best he can for the city. I refer to the ‘system’ 
under which he is compelled to work. 

“I suppose you people in America imagine that because we own our elec- 
tric light and power plants the city can fix the price of electricity. It is not 
the corporation of Glasgow but the baron of the Scotch coal fields that fixes 
the rate that we must pay for our light and power. The city buys it coal 
from the lowest bidder. It is coal that makes the gas and the electricity. 
The price of these products must be regulated by the price of the fuel. 
When the companies corner the coal and send prices higher, naturally the 
price of gas and electricity must increase in the same proportion. 

“A great deal of the capital that was formerly invested in private gas 
companies in Scotland is now in the coal fields.” 

I told Mr. Kay that Los Angeles has nothing to fear from the coal barons, 
that all our gas and electricity are made from oil. 

“And I believe,” he said with a quizzica)] smile, “that there is a man ot 
the name of Rockefeller interested in the oll industry in your country.” * 


DEBTS APPALLING. 


I asked Mr. Kay about the taxes and the municipal debt of Glasgow and 
whether municipal trading is doing anything toward reducing the rates. 

“If we were securing lower rates and better service by reason of municipal 
trading I should be one of its staunchest supporters,” he replied, “but we get 
neither. Our municipal debt is increasing out of all proportion to the increase 
in rateable value and our taxes are mounting upward by leaps and bounds. 

“Here are a few statistics that may prove of value to you in your inves- 
tigations. The cumulo rate imposed for municipal purposes only for the 
year 1887-8 on rentals at £10 and upward was two shillings five pence. The 
same rate this year is three shillings five pence, a horizontal] increase of 50 


per cent. We receive nothing free now that we did not get then and the 


public service shows at least no greater ratio of improvement than that of 
a score of other cities I have visited. Certainly that prospect is not one cal- 
culated to enthuse one in favor of municipal trading. a 

“In 1890-91 the municipal debt of Glasgow was £5,940,131; the assessable 
rental then was 23,455,510. For 1905-6 the assessable rental value has in- 
creased to 45,589,941 and the municipal debt to £14,940,131. 

“This means that while the assessable rental has increased 50 per cent. 
the municipal debt has increased 250 per cent. —

| facts about the manner of making interest and sinking ‘payments om bond 


issues. 

“I have noticed,” said Mr. Kay, “that the Scotch style of issuing and re- 
deeming bonds is puzzling to you Americans. Frankly, I will say that ours is 
not a system that you could follow with profit. Your plan of paying the in- 
terest and redeeming the bonds in so many equal annual installments is an 
excellent one. 

“Our bonds are issued for periods ranging from thirty tc eighty years, 
and are redeemable, principal and interest, at the expiration of that time. If 
fifty-year bonds are issued to cover the cost of a certain enterprise, say pub- 
lic markets, that department must put aside each year one-fiftieth of the prin- 
cipal and interest. But this money does not go to redeem the bonds. It is 
placed in a genera] fund and can be reinvested in other enterprises. 

“This money is always rolling around in Glasgow; we never pay off any 
debt at all, we simply use our sinking fund to reduce our borrowing. Thus 
we find that the money gets lent out in all kinds of adventures, some good 
and some doubtful. 

“Next year a bond issue of £1,000,000 falls due, but there is no money in 
the redemption fund to meet this obligation. It has been paid into the loans 
fund and revinvested in other enterprises. It is tied up in them now. As an 
interested taxpayer I have made some inquiries of the City Councilors as to 
the manner in which they expect to meet this obligation. They say that they 
shall not attempt to recover the money, that it would be practically impossible 
to do so, but that they shall vote another issue of £1,100,000 to raise the 


money to pay off the old debt. 


“I think your people will agree with me that this is not a policy to recom- 


mend. 
It is not a new experience in Glasgow for municipal undertakings to 


prove partially unproductive, to come on the rates. Our gas and electric en- 
terprises are brought by a guarantee clause upon the rates. We have given 
to our councilors the most sweeping powers. and we are beginning to realize 
that there may come a day when our representatives may not be so reliable 


as they are at the present time—to put it mildly, they may de Socialist

Mr. Kay explained that while the rate nominally called “municipal” is 
three shillings five pence this year the actual city taxes which Glasgow dus 
ness property must pay this year is eight shillings two and one-half pence. 

OFFICIAL EVIDENCE. 


I have received a copy of a report on municipal trading enterprises in 
Scotland by Fuited States Consul Rufus Flemming of Edinburgh. It is issued 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor of the United States government. 

This report gives the “municipal” tax rate of a number of Scotch cities. 


Here are a few: 
Glasgow—$.996. 

Aberdeen—$.974. 

Paisley—$1.089. 

These three are Scotland's great municipal trading cities. 

Here are two cities that have made but little progress in Municipal 


ism: 

Edin burgh—$.767. 

Leith—$.757. 

Commenting on these figures, and a whole list of smaller ones, 

Consul Flemming reports: “The conclusion seems unavoidable that municipal 

ownership has not tended to lighten the burden of taxpayers in Scottish cities.” 
A considerable portion of Consul Flemming’s report is devoted to sta- 

tistics showing the revenue and expense of the municipal undertakings of 

Scotch cities. 

His statistical summary is as follows:

In estimating the expense of these undertakings no account is taken of 
depreciation of the plants. Experts agree that at least 7 per cent. of the cap- 
ital expenditure should be written off each year for depreciation and exten- 
sions.

FISH IN THE BAY. 

Talk of Light Tackle Tournament 
by Red and Reel Club te Rife. 
Tackle Reg@lations a 
Stumbling Block—San Pedro Is the 
Most Promising Place at Present. 


Croaker fishing slumped sadly dur- 
ing the week, perhaps as a result of 
the windstorm of Saturday. Last Sun- 
day only a half-dozen spotfins were 
reported from San Pedro Bay and the 
weather has been so cold since that 
very few anglers have tried their 
hands at the game. 

Reports from the bay agree that all 
kinds of small fish are beginning to 
run inside with their usual midwin- 
ter vigor, and that always means there 
will be occasional sport with the big 
fellows, which come in to feed on the 
smatier fry. 

Yellowtall are seen in the bay quite 
frequentiy. and every now and then 
some luckliess angler loses his entire 
outfit as the result of a headlong, ir- 
resistible rush that can usually be 
traced to a good-sized amber beauty 
at the far end of the tackle. Yellow- 
tall fishing in the bay calle for a cool 
head and careful manipulation of the 
rod and reel, as there are many anchor 
cables and other obstructions around 
which a fish can soon foul himself and 
get away without much trouble. 
Halibut are also biting briskly in the 
harbor now and all told, it seems 
about the best resort within reach of 
local redsters at present. Little or 
no surf fishing is te be had outside: 
the water is too rough and the fish 
are not there, apparently.

THE HOTEL WOODWARD. 


The illustration on this page shows 
a new hotel being erected on Eighth 
street between Hill and Olive streets 
for J. EK. and Robert Marsh. The plans 
are by Fred R. Dorn, and under his 
supervision the building ts being con- 
structed. The contractors are the F. 
O. Engstrum Company. 

It is a seven-story of rein- 
forced concrete construction, to be 
faced with pressed brick. The founda- 
tions for the building are now being 


put in place The solidity of the con- 
struction appears in the number of 
footings seen in the basement to bear 
the supports of the superstructure. 
The intention is to make a reinfo 
concrete bullding which will show the 
entire fitness of this materia! for bufld- 
ing purposes, both in the way of sus- 
taining itself and of resisting attacks 
of fire. It ie intended to be absolutely 
fireproof. The trimmings will be of 
terra cotta. . 

This entire building will be used for 
hotel purposes. It has been rented for 
a period of ten years to G. K. Wood- 
ward. In the batement will de the din- 
ing-room and the kitchen. The ceiling 
is fourteen feet in the clear, and the 

remises will be thoroughly wel 
ichted and ventilated. On the ground 
floor will be the lobby and hotel office, 
ladies’ parlors and other accessories 
of a modern hotel. The hotel will con- 
tain 105 rooms and will be furnished 
with fifty bathrooms, forty-four of 
these being connected as private baths 
with separate suites.

SEEK QUARTER MILLION.

Allege Negligence on the Part of 
thg Mexican Government for Hav- 
ing Failed to Keep an Engineer on 
the Ground During the Construc- 
tion of the Irrigation Works. 


Farmers in the Imperial Vailey, 
whose lands were flooded by the Colo- 
rado River as it swept on its course 


toward the Salton Sea. have taken ac- | 
ton against the Mexican government 


and have forwarded preliminary dam- 
age claims amounting to $250,000. 

The Mexican government has noti- 
fied the farmers that the claims have 
been received, and they have been sent 
to the United States Consul at Mexico 
and will take their regular course. 

The farmers base their claims for 
Gamage on the fact that the Mexican 
government was careless In its tuspec- 
tion of the intakes to the cangis from 
the Colorado River on Mexican soll.

Mall, signs are not wanting that the 
time is not far distant when the words 
“electrically grown” will be as great 
a hallmark of superiority as were once 
the words “hothouse grown” applied 
to grapes. 

At the present moment there are 
three sets of experiments in progress. 
In France powerful arc lamps are be- 
ing used in ranges of glass houses with 
the object of encouraging plant growth 
at night as well as day. The records 
of experiments show that growth of 
the plants under treatment has been 
accelerated to the extent of 10 per 
cent. of the average normal pertod and 
even speedier action may be looked far 
when the tone and power of the light 
are more nearly attuned to the exact 
requirements of the plants. 

Another experiment—and ian one is 
taking place in Germany—has for its 
object the acceleration of growth by 
the ald of electric current. This is 
transmitted to the soll in which the 
subjects are growing and the diffusion 
of the energy among. the roots tends to 
Strengthen cellular action and thus 
hastens growth. So far better results 
have been obtained by this method

A Desert nksgiving. 
DAWN TO TWILIGHT IN THE “LAND 
OF LITTLE Rain.”

| ROM dawn to twilight it was a varied. happy 
Thanksgiving, though spent in the Colorado Desert. 

It began before daybreak: and it was uniquely ush- | 

ered in by odors, the peculiar incense-like fumes from 
burning greasewood, smoke from the fires of the Mexl- 
can section hands, which was wafted into the car win- 
dow as the train sped along, Strange fascination has the 
scent of burning greasewood—like the essence or spirit | 
| of a bygone time inviting yet daring one’s imagination to

rehabilitate the burnt-out, worn-out land with ite one- 
time savage glory of warrior nomad. or of a civilization 
unknown; tiller of the soil and stonemason working with 


Strange implements, building homes and fortresses of 
which the matrix should stand hundreds of years after 
them, their secret and their monument. 

Sunrise found the train running throngh the Santa 
Cruz Valley, which, excepting the ashy color of the soil 
and the unorderly array of rocks, wears the appearance 
of an immense young orchard. or more resembles a vast 
park. This aspect is occasioned by one of Nature's laws. 
which is respected by shrubs and trees in most desert 
sections—that each shrub and tree shal! preémpt a cer- 
» tain share of garden room because it requires@he moist- 
ure in that amount of earth space for its sustenance.

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A GREAT COMET DUE IN 1910. 

The most famous of all comets, though not the largest 
and most briliant, will again be visible in 1910. This 
is Halley’s comet, so called from its identification by 
the great astronomer who was the Friend of Sir Isaac 
Halley's investigations of astronomical rec- 
ords.led him te assert that the comet which he had ob- 
served in 1682 hai appeared in 1531 and 1607, and to pre- 
dict its reappearance in 1759. The: fulfillment of his 
prophecy excited the most intense scientific interest and 
established beyond doubt the periodicity of comets and 
their movement in orbits determined by the law of grav- 
itation. Its last appearance was in 1835, its period vary- 
ing between seventy-five and seventy-six years on ac- 
count of the perturbing attractions of Jupiter and Sat- 
urn in certain parts of its orbit. It was by that time 
possible to calculate its movements with so much 
greater accuracy than before that it made its perihelion 
passage within four days of the predicted date. It was 
not then a very grand object to the naked eye, but the 
light of its nucleus surpassed that of second-magnitude 
stars and was comparable with that of some reddish 
stars of the first magnitude, such as Aldebaran and An- 
tares. Its tail, while the,comet was approaching the 
sun, attained to a length \e twenty degrees.—([ Leslie's

As indicative of the mettle of the newly-appointed

A young lady, a daughter of Rev. Dr. Bliss, president 
of the Presbyterian College af Beirut, Syria, had fitted 
herself for the practice of medicine. it being her inten- 
tion to work among women of Syria. She was born in 
Syria, received her early education there. but in a med- 
cal Way was a graduate of Jefferson Medical College at 
Philadelphia, followed by special courses at Boston, 
Edinburgh, London, Paris and Berlin. 

By a law of the Ottoman empire, all candidates must 
first undergo an examination, and pass it, before they 
— allowed to practice medicine anywhere in the em- 

This particular young woman made application in the 
regular way for an examination. But it was no part 
of the programme of the Turkish Medical Board to per- 
mit a woman to practice medicine, much less a young 
American woman. So, on one pretext and another she 
was put off, not once. but several times, till more than 
a year had elapsed, and still there was no examination 
in sight for her. In desperation she carried her case 
to Mr. Straus, who was then United States Minister at 
Constantinople, and he took it up (or her. The fact 
that her champion was a Hebrew was of itself a handi-

cap against her, in Constantinople. But he was none 
the less the United States Minister, and that meant 
much. For nearly another year he urged her cause be- 
fore the Turkish authorities as he had opportunity, to 
no avail. The Turks are past masters in the art of pro- 
crastination; they would not examine her. Finally he 
came out most emphatically and told them that she was 
a citizen of the United States as much as any person, 
| and that no further delay would be tolerated, and that 
they must appoint a time in the near future, and exam- 
ine her, or there would be trouble. 3 

They surrendered in so far that they appointed a day, 
and she appeared before the board. It was a thoroughly 
competent body of men for that duty, in every particu- 
lar, and they determined to subject her to a most rigid

When the proclamation of the President was made

ner. 


For more than a week before the eventful day groups 


of men went off up the railroad toward Adrianople to 
farms and little villages buying turkeys, chickens and 
quail, little pigs and rabbits, and on board the ship the 
cooks had their hands full, making mince pies and 
pumpkin pies and doughnuts in most generous quanti- 
ties. There was so much cooking and roasting and bak- 
ing to be done that it overtaxed the kitchens of the 
ship, and much of it was done on shore. 

We were a ship's company of 135 men, and with the 
guests we expected, arrangements were made for a din- 
ner for 400 people. Early in the morning several boats 
went to shore and returned filled with vines, flawers 
and potted plants.

The Bay of Bengal is the swarming place of these 
dangerous ornaments of the deep. From that center 
they are distributed widely through the tropical seas. 
They have been reported as existing in the Indian and 
Pacific oceans, from the Philippines to Madagascar, and 
from the Straits of New Guinea to the Malabar coast. 
Although some species have been found off Panama, it is 
not likely, in view of the amphibious life of the South 
Sea Islands, that they abound in the Pacific Ocean. But 
they are pretty numerous in the bays and channels of 
Indo-China and the Malay archipelago. * Far out at sea 
they are not 80 frequently observed as near land. 
Fishers themselves, they keep at flshermen's distance 
from the coast, patrolling the deep arms of the sea that 
divide the Asiatic archipelagoes, and following the mi- 
grations of fishes. 

In their natiye habitats, marine snakes exist in vast 
numbers. This is accounted for by the lack ot effective 
enemies, nature's automatic check on the increase of spe- 
cies. Land serpents are kept down by long-billed birds, 

like the adjutant and secretary, by the mongoose, by hogs, 
and by cannibals of their own race. But there seems to 
be no sea beast that preys on the cobras of the salt 
water. If a shark should happen to engulf one in Ns ca- 
pacious maw, it would probably be bad for the shark. It 
is fortunate that these deadly creatures are not amphibi- 
ous, or they would be as great a danger to the natives 
of the Indian littoral as are the snakes that infest the 
continent. But when cast up by the sea, as sometimes 
happens, the Pelamis and its congeners are helpless, and 
soon die. 
The natives, however, who fish for a living off the 
of tropical Asia, follow a hazardous trade. The 
fisher folk go bare, or lightly clad; their catamarans and 
sampans, boats of low freeboard, are often awash, open 


to a sea teeming with deathtraps. A man who falls 


overboard into a swarm of snakes is as good as dead. 
When the nets are hauled in, a sharp lookout is kept for 
the gay stripes of the deadly intruders; and they are 
seized behind the head and hurled back into the water. 
Accidents, of course, happen. Now and again, a fisher- 
man loses the “number of his mess,” as sailors say; 
but to the oriental this is Kismet—Fate—and al! in the 
day's work. 


White men have rarely been bitten, but the few cases 


on record are all fatal ones. This rarity is perhaps the 
reason why the existence of poisonous marine snakes 
was overlooked until comparatively recent times. The 
old circumnavigators, Drake, Magellan, even Cook, 
brought home accounts of many wonders of the deep; 


but made no mention of sea cobras; although they sailed |

across the seas of tropical Asia. 
one troubled to make accurate zodlogical observations. 


Attention was first drawn to a new peril of the sea, as 


late as sixty years ago, by the sudden death of a sailor 
on board H.M.S. Algerine. It happened in the Madras 
roads. The man, who was fishing over the rail of the 
anchored vessel, hauled on deck a snake four ¢eet long. 
Unaware of the dangerous nature of his “catch’’—he 


The creature quickly turned and bit his finger. Now, 
this is a bad place on which to receive a bite, for even a

| through his hollow fangs. But the sailor thought noth- 
ing of the occurrence till two hours later, when a fit of 
/ vomiting seized him. Spasmodic contraction of the 
throat muscle followed, and the man was put under 
medical treatment.

hours after being bitten.

ming, something, which he took for a crab, nipped his 
ankle.

A doctor was called in, who treated the pa- 
tient merely for the symptoms. Next day a sharp, ob- 
servant Burmese came on board. Remarking the con- 
dition of the sufferer, he inquired if he had not been 
bitten by a “gyat.” This recalled to the captain's mind 
the nip he had received while swimming. He showed 
his ankle to the native, who pointed to two bright red 
| spots, which he pronounced to be snake bites. The case 
was now clear, but it was too late for treatment. The 
| spasms increased, coma ensued, and the captain died.

Netting had to be re- 
sorted to, aud then it was found that, even in salt 
water tanks, the captives could only be kept alive for 
a short time. However, the Indian museum at Calcutta 
is now well supplied with specimens of representative 
genera; and from these some beautiful drawings have 
been made by native students. 

Dissection of the poison apparatus revealed some in- 
The jaws of these snakes are slender: 
and their poison fangs shorter than those of the cobra. 
much shorter than a rattlesnake’s. The fangs do not 
contain a closed canal for the conduction of venom from 
the gland, but are grooved externally to serve the same 
| purpose. Fayrer’s experiments with the poison proved 
that in point of virulence it approaches that of the 
cobra, the deadly land snake of India. In its "piysio- 

logical effects, too, it acts like cobra poison, as was to 

be expected from the zedlogical relationship of the 
snakes. 

There are two kinds of snake venom, it may be re- 
marked, which, though alike in appearance, yet differ 
in their action on the animal body. The poison of VI- 
perine snakes (including rattlers) expends its virulence 
on the blood, the corpuscles of which it destroys. It 
often causes horrible suffering. If recovered from ab- 
seess,.gangrene and such after effects bear witness to the 
destructive action of the venom upon the circulating 
Huld. On the other hand, the poison of the dangerous 
Colabrines makes its main attack on the nervous sys- 
tem. After the distress of the first spasms, it mere 
fully narcotises its victim .and he dies unconscious. 

The Indian Ocean, with its beautiful but deadly in- 
habitants, seems to us far away. But since the acqui- 
sition of the Philippines, sea snakes are naturalized den- 
izens of American waters. At the time of the war with 
Spain, an astonishing report that read like a snake 
story came from those islands. It was vouched for, ! 
believe, by an officer in the government service, and 

| Was to the effect that the ship on which he sailed passed 
through a shoal of snakes a hundred miles long. Im- 
agine the ocean between Redondo and San Diego, an 
equivalent distance, populous with poisonous serpents. 
What alarms there would be! The, fishermen would be 
afraid to cast their nets, the tunny anglers would stay 
ashore at Avalon, and the boldest swimmer would be 
loath to venture out. But the report may have been 
inflated with hot tropical air, without the concurrence of 
its originator. All he may have meant was that the 
vessel was followed for a hundred miles by a shoal! of 
snakes. 

Anyhow, we inhabitants of the temperate zones are 
wont to congratulate ourselves on the small risks we 
run from the native fauna, our fellow-citizens of the 
wild. Our seas breed no man-eating sharks, no man- 
destroying serpents. True, we haw to take o ances 
with snake bites on land, but what does the r amount 
to on this continent? A mere trifle, compared wit 
India, where the annual mortality from that cause runs 
Into four figures. But if the advance of civilization in 
terferes with the action of natural checks on population 
it introduces artificial ones. The deaths in this country 
from railroad accidents, preventable and otherwise, are 
numbered by thousands. There is no escaping from (he 
law of compensation.

soft brown eyes are as radiant as stars.

F you are curious to see the grandest coast scenery 
and hugest glaciers in Europe, interspersed with 
the most delicate details of beauty in woods,

_Sailed from the London docks at Tilvury, on June, 1905. 


We left London on a Saturday, and all trouble from 
seasickness was over on Monday, for the stormy North 


| Sea was then behind us, and henceforth we were in 
smooth water. 


On Tuesday we reached Norheimsund. and were free to 
enjoy the beauty of the deep fjords winding far inte the 
land and guarded by lofty mountain walls. Strips of fer- 
tile soi] lay at the foot of the mountains, green with 
summer grass dnd variegated with wild 
flowers. Thickets of alder. rowan. and ellver birch bor- 
dered rushing streams, and hoary boathouses hovered 
over gentle tides, with brown seaweed swaying around

their red. luscious fruits, threw themselves against 
backgrounds of glistening white glaciers, while bushes 
of deep red roses bent over the water, as if in love with

| which our yacht so tranquilly glided. 


In summer the sun never descends below the horizon, 
so we had this vision of ever-changing sublimity contin- 
tally with us, the mountains ehelving steeply down into 
water so deep that large vessels could range along shore, 
and overhead hamlets perched like eagies’ nests on the 
edges of crags that seemed inacceesible. 

It is to such places the farmers retire in warm weather 
with their herds of goats, sheep, and cattle, by trails 
that border death, dor a step off them means extinction; 
here the animals browse in green pastures until the ap- 
proach of winter; here also the sheep are sheared, the 
cows milked, and the cheese made, and when you ask in 
amazement how all this produce is landed at the 
wharves, a native points to wires fastened to the per- 
pendicular cliffs, and bids you raise your eyes. At the 
top af the cliffs are pulley wheels revolving in mid-air, 
and you watch descending on the wires, by their means. 
huge bales of hay. great cans of milk, large boxes of 
cheese, and immense bundles of wool. 

It is during the jong three months winter of darkness 
that the women card and spin the wool and dye it of a 
deep blue color extracted from some vegetable with so 
strong an odor that it never leaves the cloth. It is in 
winter, also that the loonis are busy weaving the home- 
spun in which the men and women are alike clothed, for 


the Norwegian agriculturists are self-supporting in the 
monopoly.

From Tromsö, a busy town of 6000 inhabitants, it is a 
twelve hours’ run- to Hammerfest, the mom northerly 
town in the world, and the home of the cod liver in- 
dustry, over which there lingered “an ancient and a fish- 
like smell.” Then we passed the Stappene Islands, from 
which clouds of seafowl, frightened at our approach, 
rose, darkening the air. Then came into view the wedze- 
like form of the North Cape, the most northerly point of 
Norway, and some of our passengers ascended it to view 
the midnight sun “creeping along the horizon” instead 
of setting, for it never gets down-lower than fifty-four 
miles above the horizon: from this vantage ground they 
viewed the ocean stretching away to the North Pole. 

We now began our return journey, and stopped to 
visit the Laplanders in their encampment at the entrance 
to the Lyngen fjord. 

it was on our homeward journey that we stopped at 
Merok to enter the Geiranger fjord, a scene of impressive 
beauty on account of its many waterfalls, the most fa- 
mous of which are the “Seven Sisters.” The fjord is so 
points that it seems as if there were no 
possible opening through which the steamer could pass, 
and yet In the narrow cleft between the rocks, the water 
is deep enough to float a man-of-war. 

We next arrrived at Bergen, one of*the oldest towns in 
Norway, a city of crooked streets, high-pitched red roofs, 
and painted timber houses. It is the greatest fishing 
port and shipbuilding center In Norway 

The most picturesque part lies about the harbor. Ber- 
cen was in the middle ages the leading city of the Han- 
seatic League, a medieval trust company of merchants 
that had factories in eighty-five cities of Europe. It 
flourished in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries, and for 
several centuries afterward; in each city of the league it 
maintained factories in which unmarried clerks were 
compelied to live in monastic seclusion. The Hanseatic 
Museum in Bergen was formerly a private house in the 
quarter of the town occupied by the league. On the 
crumbling gateway of the old building is still visible the 
coat-of-arms, or emblem, of the Norwegian branch of the

We were shown one of the old record books: every 
transaction began in the name of Jesus,” but it did not 
alwayve follow that said transaction was one that He 
would have approved of. The sleeping places of the un- 
happy employés are still there: they are crotesque little 
bunks. each enclosed in its own closet, and aired by an 
outside window, through which a chambermaid made the 
bed, for she was not allowed to enter under pain of death.

barrel of beer. Though why he should be fined at all, 
since he only obeyed the law, history does not say. These 
formed the lavatories of the men, and over the basins are 
small cupboards containing the metal cups out of which 
they drank their brandy and other liquor, and rom the 
look of things, it seemed as if it had taken much pour- 
ine down of spirits to keep spirits up in those factories. 

We left the building feeling very thankful, indeed, 
that we had nat lived in those good old times in the per- 
son of one of those poor clerks. Want of space prevents 
my detailing the beauty of the shop windows in Bergen. 
wherein are displayed the fine furs of the country and 
the Alardanger embroidery and wood carving, also the 
filiGree silver work. These last are the work of the 
darmers and peasantry during their leisure hours, when 
shut up in their abodes during the long three monthe’ 


night of winter, and the embroidery, likewise, is the 


solace of the women ‘while thus imprisoned. All three 
arts are very exquisite in execution, being the outcome of 
designs centuries old. The men also make wooden boxes 
large and small, of wood that never warps, and the lids 
of these. boxes close with wooden springs in the shape of 
a ram’s horn. It is impossible to describe them.

Smoke le Turned Into Gas. 


There is even money to be made in smoke. On the 
continent, in some of the Belgian towns such as Brus 
sels and Malines, many manufacturers have not only 
got rid of the smoke nuisance itself, but turned it to 
commercial utility. By means of a strong ventilating 
fan the smoke is driven through a filter composed of 
porous material on which petroleum, benzine, alcohol. 
or some other liquid hydro-carbon is continually 
sprayed. The gas thus generated and purified after be- 
ing forced through the filter is used for power and light-

A machine for making corks out of waste paper has 
just been patented. All kinds of waste paper can be 
utilized, and the corks made therefrom are said to be 
superior to the usual kind, as they are not affected by 
acids or oils. They are likely to be used largely bv 
chemists.

Durum Wheat. 

ALIFORNIA grain farmers are interested in the 
1 remarkable progress of macaroni wheats in this 

country. Secretary Wilson says the present sea- 
sous crop of durum is 50,000,000 bushels, mostly grown 
in the northwest. As Russia has none of this variety 
to spare, much of our crop will be exported for pastry 
purposes. It was only five years ago that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture brought to this country a few 
pounds of durum wheat. Its success is another bright 
achievement for the farm department of the United 
States. This wheat is not only a strong, productive, dis- 
ease-resistant kind, but it produces more flour than the 
Yamous varieties of the northwestern mills. The most 
important feature of the introduction of durum is that 
the export demand is strong, permanent and profitable 
Reading ¢darmers need not be told that the Department 
of.

Florida White Fly.

The de- 
partment will secure ready-made tents in California for 
this work, and Dr. Howard is appealing to this State 
for a practical fumigator to operate the tents. In 
another case a Florida orange grower has just visited 
Southern California, returned with one of our fumiga- 
tors and will spend the next three months in fighting 
this terrible pest. Full replies have been forwarded to 
Dr. Howard, and to Dr. Morrill, who will make the tests 


at Orlendo, giving prices of tents here and the names | 


of fumigators who might be induced to take up the work 
in Florida this winter. At last the growers of that State 
seem to be awakening to the gravity of the fly pest and 
are taking means to suppress it.

HILE no advice is ever offered in these columns 

upon financial affairs the fact may be stated that 
land investments within the last five years have in a 
large measure taken the place of the savings banks, in 
the smaller towns of the East. T action arises from 
no lack of confidence in the banks, but from the feeling 
that land securities have reached a_ solid basis from 
which there will be little fluctuation in the future. This 
tendency toward individual responsibility in making 
small investments cannot be otherwise than strength- 
ening to banking institutions and will act as a correc- 
tive to such careless finandiering as recently led a bank 
in Northern Ohio to fail for over a million dollars. This 
bank was located in a farm village of 600 inhabitants, 
and the depositors were largely farmers. The very high 
rate of interest promised by this wild-cat bank induced 
the small depositors to risk thein all with its officials. 
Occasionally a bank failure of this character brings 
about good results, and makes the future more promis-

Ginseng Culture. 


HE RURAL NEW YORKER now classes the growing 

of ginseng as one of the most expensive fads ever 
adopted by the farmers of Central New York. 
or four years ago many Southern Californians tntro- 
duced the ginseng into their gardens, with what suc- 
cess there is no record. One farmer in New York pur- 
chased twenty pounds of seed four years ago, paying 
therefor $1600. Seeds were sold at 1 cent each, or $80 
per pound. A firm with one-eighth of an aere of 
ginseng made its first sale of roots last year, netting $37. 
A chicken yard has now replaced the ginseng patch. 
Another grower who invested $5000 in seed and lath- 
houses has sold $500 worth of roots last season. This 
summer six beds were dug up. producing seventy-five 
pounds of dried roots, worth $375, or about $4500 for 
the whole field after a care of five years and the removal 
of all his plants for the market. It is said that dealers 
are now discriminating against cultivated ginseng and 
in favor of the wild-grown root, which is depressing the 
market price materially.

Foods and Poisons. 


R. WOODS HUTCHINSON of Arrowhead Springs, 


San Bernardino county, has again come to the front 
with some statements on the subject of diet. It 


will doubtless be remembered by readers of the Care of | 


the Body that in McClure’s Magazine for April last Dr. 


Hutchinson had a remarkable article entitled Some 


Diet Delusions,” 
sensible observations, he made extraordinary statements. 
Among others, that white flour is an ideal article of diet. 
and that “pork laid the literal foundation of our West- 
ern civilization.” Such foolish and unfounded state- 
ments of course aroused a loud cry of dissent from stu- 
dents of diet. The editor replied to Dr. Hutchinson, in 
an article published in the Care of the Body on April 
29. and since reproduced in pamphlet form. 

When in Redlands recently, the editor picked up a 
copy of a local paper containing a condensed report of 
a lecture delivered by Dr. Hutchinson in that city on 


“Poison and Foods,” in which the doctor essayed to 


give the effects of different foods upon the systems of 
differently constituted individuals. It is stated in the 
Redlands paper that the doctor threatens to make this 
the subject of another magazine article. , 

In his lecture, Dr. Hutchinson repeated that stale old 
platitude that one man’s meat is another man’s poison.” 
This misleading statement is only true to a very limited 
extent. It is true that food that is well adapted to a 
man doing hard physical work in the open air may not 
with safety be largely consumed by a person who sits al! 
day at a desk. 
the north pole, such as whale blubber and candles, would 
soon make a person deadly sick in the tropics. Other- 
wise, all wholesome food is suitable for all healthy 
people, living under similar conditions. 
a certain food does not agree with them, they are sick 
and should proceed to find out what is the matter with 
them. for something certainly is the matter. On this 
subject the editor cannot do better than quote the follow- | 
ing passage from an article contributed recently to an 
eastern magazine by D. Edson Smith of Santa Ana: 

“It is quite a popular saying that ‘what is one man's 

* food is another man's poison.” Now, on general prin- 
ciples, I believe this saying is erroneous. On general 
principles, what is food for one man is food for all men. 
And what is poison for one man is poison for all men. 
Milk is food for all children. But if given too often, or 
in too large quantities, it will act as a poison. And, 
owing to other conditions, what would be too often, or 
too large a quantity, for one child, would not be for an- 
other. | 

“Wheat, corn, olives, rice, beans, apples, and nuts are 
food for all men. But, under certain abnormal condi- 
tions of the men, or because of eating them too often or 
in too large quantities, they may become a poisen. 

“I believe that under normal conditions, what is food 
for one man is food for all men. Perfect health requires 
that our bodies be supplied with the proper amount of 
albumen, or protein, for tissue building: sugar, or oil, 
for fuel, and twelve mineral salts, like lime, iron, sodium, 
ete. A ew articles of food contain all these necessary 
elements in about the proper proportion. Wheat, corn, 
and milk, for instance. And all people in a normal con- 
dition, in the temperate zone, can live and enjoy perfect 
health, so far as food is concerned, on either of these 

_ foods; and what is poison for one man—tobacco, for | 
instance—is poison for all men.” 

Understand that, as recently stated, the editor would 
not urge anybody to persist in eating something that 
does not agree with him, because it agrees with some 
one else, but would advise him to go to work and dis-

This is entirely 
contrary to the light of experience, and furthermore, it 
is contrary to the rapidly growing opinion of eminent 
and experienced members of the medical profession both 
in the United States and in Europe, an increasing num- 
ber of whom are cutting off use of alcohol altogether, 
on the principle that “what makes a well man sick 
makes a Sick man sicker.” There is not the slightest? 
doubt in the world tat alcohol is injurious, even in the 
smallest amount, although its injurious effects may not 
| be immediately apparent. In teaching otherwise, Dr. 
Hutchinson is teaching dangerous doctrine. Following

Moteh-Poteh Community. 

Baku is like a town just rousing itseif after being laid 
ie by bombardment. Whole streets are charred 
sins. I went into a shop to buy picture post cards, and 
Iwas handed ghastly views of heaps of dead men and 
somen, souvenirs of Tartar and Armenian hatred. 

A botch-potch community is this of sun-baked Baku. 
Oy the 200,000 inhabitants, 80,000 are Tartars, Kurds, 
Persians, and Leschins, who are Turkish settlers; there 
are 66,000 Russians, and among these is included the 
eustomary Jewish leavening; there are quite 40,000 Ar- 
ins and the remaining 15,000 are of that mixed, 
ritt kind you only find in the far near east, 
where east and west do meet and overlap. 

All the races in Baku hate one another. The only 
point of unity is general hatred of the government. 
When the young bloods of the revolutionary party have 
nothing @ise to do they go out at night and kill gen- 


darmes.

I recall that earlier in the day I had seen two gen- 
darme officers. drunk. These are the men intended to 
keep order. 


‘Three men come sidling down the pavement. They 
are clad like respectable workmen, are sweating, and 
are carrying revolvers. “Get in, please, get in,” 
say, hurriedly, “there will be some firing in a minute.” 
These are the private Armenian police—of whom more 
anon—quite independent of the Russian gendarmes, who 


are out giving warning. We take it, close the door, and 


wait. Nothing. except plenty of firing in the distance. 

A fat man drives up to the hotel. He is quivering 
with fear. “I've had to drive round. The soldiers are 
blocking the streets. They are in the Armenian quar- 
ter firing volleys.” 


Two of us take risks and go forth. We jump into a 
droshki and are driven into the Armenian quarter. 
Twice we are held up by the soldiers and chivvied down 
side streets. At a corner some twenty soldiers volley 
down the street at right angles. 

“This is getting too sultry,” I say to my friend. “Let 
us get out of it.” > 

“For heaven's sake,” he answers, “don’t turn and 
run! If we run we are both dead men.” 

So there is nothing for it but to walk straight up to 
the soldiers and wish them good evening and inquire 
what the bother is about? 
upon from a restaurant, the haunt of revolutionaries, 
and now the soldiers are rounding them up. 

We get close up. A block of buildings is surrounded, 
and the soldiers are firing volleys—into the windows 
and against the walls. Somebody makes a dash—but 
does not get far. 

What interests and impresses me is the callousness 
of everybody. “Yes.” says my friend, “that is so. 
We've got used to seeing men killed. Life doesn't count 
here the same as in England. The first time I saw a 
man killed I felt sick. Now | hardly take any notice. 
By the way, I'm getting hungry.” 8 

“So am I. Why, I've had no dinner.” We return to 
the Hotel de I' Europe and dine. I am the only man 
really curious about the shooting. Don't bother! we 
have this sort of thing nearly every night. This is 
nothing. You ought to have been here during the 
massacres—thousands dead! 

This morning I went down to the scene of conflict. 
Six dead, thirty wounded, and a hundred arrested. 


Official Report. 
The official report of the affair is that as a patrol was 


passing a restaurant a revolver shot was fired into it. 


What everybody believes is different. The particular 
quarter where the row took place is well known to be 
one of the headquarters of revolutionary propaganda. 
The authorities wanted some excuse to clear several ene- 
mies out of the way and to search. So the opening shot 
was prearranged—just like the firing on a Russian re- 
ligious procession when a massacre of the Jews is in 
contemplation—so the soldiers could set to work. Some 
basis is afforded for this theory by the fact thct—by co- 
incidence, if you will—the place was well surrounded by 
troops when the first revolver shot went off. Immedi- 
ately the soldiers poured a volley into the restaurant. 

There is no law in Baku. though martial law is sup- 
posed to prevail. The position of the police is difficult, 
and it is not improved by most of the gendarmes being 
the scum. of society, because no respectable man will 
now take the risks. The only men who join the Russian 
police ranks are ruffians who cannot get jobs at any- 
thing else. 

Said the late chief of police in Baku to a friend of 
mine: “My salary is £35 a month. On that I have to 
maintain a certain position and keep a carriage. Like 
others, I might take bribes, and in a few years become 
a rich man. But I have many enemies, and if I were 
found out I should be dismissed, a comparatively young 
man, and my whole career ruined. On the other hand, 
to refuse bribes is to do my duty, that is to throw into 
prison men whom I know to be murderers. The sure 
consequence would be that some morning | would be 
shot dead. What am 1 to do?” . 


The Baku Police. 


Now, the ways of the Baku police are truly Asiatic. 
A while back Mr. Urquhart, the British Vice-Consul, 
was shot at six or seven times at close quarters, the 
bullets ripping his clothing and doing little other than 
scratching him—a miraculous escape. The attack on 
Mr. Urquhart was not on the consul as such, but be- 
cause Mr. Urquhart is the manager of several petroleum 
companies, and there had been labor disturbances. 
The ruffians got away. Since then the police have re- 
ported they captured the man who took the leading uart, 
and that as he tried to escape, he was killed. So the 


British government cannot complain of lack of energy 


in catching the ruffian, and as the man is dead—well, 
the incident closes. That is the official story, all strictly 
proper and authenticated by documents. 

Now for the unofficial story. The Baku police knew 
there would be a rumpus in regard to the attack on Mr. 
Urquhart. To admit they could not catch the would-be 
assassin was a confession of impotence: to arrest the 
wrong man and bring him to trial would mean lack of 
identification by Mr. Urquhart, release of the criminal, 
and some scorn of the authorities. So there was ar- 
rested one George Stern, a Jew, a noted revolutionary 
who had been seen watching Mr. Urquhart. He was 
taken through the streets by the soldiery. Said they 
to him quietly: “We have had money to let you go. 
Make your escape; we will try to catch you, but will let 
you get away.” 

In good faith Stern made a bolt. Instantly guns are 
fired. Stern drops. He is bayoneted and smashed and 
killed. So a revolutionary is got out of the way with- 
out trial. The authorities are sure the man who at- 
tempted to kill Mr. Urquhart is dead, but he is so disfig- 
ured that identification is impossible. The British gov- 
ernment cannot remonstrate with the Russian govern-

in Savage Conflict. 


The terrorists and the Armenians are in savage con- 
flict in Baku. The other day the terrorists ordered a 
strike in all the shops. They went round the town, tell-

names of those who refused. Representatives of the Ar- 
menian organization followed behind, told the shop- 
keepers to keep open, and took the names of those who 
did not. In any case. the poor shopkeepers are going 
to have bullets put into them. 

The official police are quite useless and stupid. A day 
or two ago a cashier was robbed in the street. On the 
other side of the street was another cashier cuarded by 
two gendarmes. “Why didn't you protect the man from 
the thieves?” was asked them. “We had nothing to do 
with him: our instructions were to look after this man. 

When the Cossacks make an arrest, the first thing 
they do is to smash the man’s face until the flesh is in 
ribbons. It is usual for two Cossacks to have a prisoner 


in a carriage and a third Cossack be busy knocking, 


his face into a pulp while the vehicle is being driven 
through the streets. 


The Cossack is no respecter of persons, and there is 
always the possibility of the peace-loving foreigner com- 
ing in for a walloping. A Cossack riding pell-mel! 
down a street, as Cossacks love to do. knocked over a 
man. “You fool!” commented a passing Englishman. 
The Cossack turned on him and thrashed him. There 
was a consular protest; the Governor offered an official 
apology, and invited the Englishman to fix the punish- 
ment. “Oh.” said the disgusted Englishman, “give the 
lightest punishment you have for a Cossack.” “That 
is that he stand bareheaded for eight hours in the boil. 
ing sun.” 

And the sun shines at Baku with quadruple flerceness.

THE CHRISTMAS MAIL. 

The Emperor of Germany finds time to ploy Sania 
Claus for his subjects, says Fritz Morris, in the Tech- 
nical World Magazine for December. Last year, when 
the Berlin postoffice was swamped with the unusual bulk 
of the Christmas mail, and there was a possibility of the 
little children of Berlin not getting their Christmas 
presents until long after the great day, the Kaiser or- 
dered out the imperial troops to aid in delivering the 
mail. The soldiers went about their task willingly, 
and had all the mail delivered by Christmas Eve, so

day. Along the Spreéwald’ in Germany, 
brought into service to aid the mail man; in parts of 
Switzerland the carrier uses skis: in St. Peiersbure 


the traditional sleigh carries the Czar's mail; while in 
Copenhagen the bicycle is made to answer the purpose 
of the reindeer. The mail man in American cities uses 
every sort of convevance to help him deliver the post. 
Sometimes he will put his load into a buggy an: 
the vehicle along the streets himself. Perhaps he will 
use a sled on which to put his sack. When the weather. 
is less severe, one may even see the mail man delivering 
his mail from a banana ender's push cart, or, perhaps, 
he may have a saddle horse weighted down with the 
burden of presents. Anything goes that will make the 
work easier for the man who plays the part of Santa 
Claus. 


MAKING THE OHIO NAVIGABLE. 


The Ohio River will be made navigable even if it 
takes sixty-eight dams and locks to do it, said the 
United States government. That was about a genera- 


tion ago, and much haggling by the different sections of 
the country affected bythe suggested improvements 
has resulted in seriously hampering the purpose of Con- 
gress, according to J. R. Schmidt, who tells about “Mak- 
ing the Ohio Navigable” in the Technical World Maga- 
zine for December. But the appropriation by Congress 
of over $1,000,000 for the construction of one dam alone, 
the Fernbank dam near Cincinnati, finally gave definite 


shape to the work of making the river navigable for 150) 
miles. The work on this dam is about half done. and five 
other dams are partially completed. The importance and 


national character of this work may be better understood 
when it is known that Pittsburgh coal shipped down the 
Ohio last year was destined for Japan, to be used by the 
Mikado’s fleet in its fight against Russia. The Ohio is the 
natural highway of commerce from the Fast to the mid- 
die West, but has heretofore been navigable for only 
four months in the year. When the Fernbank dam is 
completed, the river will be navigable as far down as 
Cincinnati all the year round. With the improved river 
it is estimated that the cost of transportation will be 
reduced about one-half. 


TRACKLESS TRAINS GO EVERYWHERE. 
Locomotives without tracks, drawing behind them 
long trains of cars, and speeding over the highways, 
are today familiar sights in Europe, from France in the 
west, to Turkey in the east. Under the caption. “Track- 
less Trains Go Everywhere,” Donald Burns, in the 
Technical World Magazine, so writes. Wherever the 
ordinary four-wheeled vehicle can go. the trackless tro!l- 
ley can go likewise. The author describes one particu- 
lar model. known as the Renard train. as follows: “This 
latest prodigy, the Renard train, is a train of passenger 
or freight vehicles, headed by a steam or gasoline loco- 
motive which travels over country roads and town or 
city streets. The ordinary railway train calls for steel 
rails and a special right-of-way; the Renard train has 
no necessity for either of these, but shares the common 

highway with the horse-drawn vehicle.” | 


Further on, the writer says: “In France the Renard 
train has been u for military service with marked 
results. A convoy so transported occupies one-eighth 
the space of one drawn by mules or horses. and it 
travels at a speed of ten miles per hour.” Even Turkey 
and Persia, two countries which are noted dor their 
backwardness in most things, have been quick to take 
ub the new ideas.
